The report of the Turgeon Commission 
into the remarkable career of the textile 
industry in Canada points the way di- 
rectly to two things parliament should do 
without undue delay. It should substan- 
tially reduce the tariff on textiles and give 
the consumer a decent break for his 
money. And it should bring about an in- 
crease in wages and reduction in work 
hours for the unfortunates who operate 
the machines and produce the fabulous 
profits—and hidden reserves—of that 
much-favored and little-deserving mono- 
poly. 

As a corollary, the legal department 
and the taxation department of the fed- 
eral Government should exhaust the re 
sources of the written and unwritten law 
to collect the income taxes which certain 
of the textile concerns dodged by hiding 
profits while they pled with Mr. Bennett 
to hoist the tariff still higher and give 
them a still tighter grip on the pockets of 
the consuming public. 

As a general proposition the Commis- 
sion also lays down that where tariff pro- 
tection is given to any industry it should 
only be given in the full light of known 
facts as to producing costs, profits, stock 
watering and secret reserves. That is to 
protection should only be given to 
pro an industry against impossible 
outside competition, not to enable the 
parties concerned to racketeer the public

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


Those who follow faulty habits of living and 
thus produce catarrh should regard the resulting 
catarrhal inflammation as an effort on the part 
of the body to eliminate waste materials accu- 
mulating because of those habits. Due to an: 
accumulation of impurities, the body finds it 
necessary to throw out the excess, which is 
accomplished by way of the mucous membranes. 
If you are troubled with catarrh, you should 
realize your body is trying to cure itself through 
getting rid of waste material. The best results 
will be obtained only when you help this elim- 
inative process instead of hindering it. 

Certainly, the body will throw out these un- 
necessary wastes, if you give it a chance. Look 
upon catarrh as an effort by the bloodstream to 
rid itself of impurities. You will then clearly see 
that when these impurities are completely elim- 
inated, and when by adopting better habits of 
living, you prevent the accumulation of further 
waste material, catarrh will automatically dis- 
appear, . 

The method which banishes catarrh will re- 
quire persistence in the matter of diet, yet the 
treatment which seems to take the longest is 
really the shortest, because it throws aside the 
non-essentials and settles down to the important 
question of removing the causes. 

In the treatment of any form of chronic 
eatarth the first thing to do is to give the body a 
chance to cleanse itself of waste products. The 
best treatment I have found is the short fast, to- 
gether with other measures such as enemas and 
baths which will stimulate the eliminative or- 
gans of the body. The fruit juice fast will have 
the additional benefit of supplying the body with 
an abundance of the alkaline-forming minerals, 
thus overcoming the acidosis which so commonly 
exists in catarrh. During the fast, and for some 
time afterward, the patient should speed up in- 
testinal elimination by the use of at least one 
plain water enema daily. 

Following the fast, adupt a diet which avoids 
starches. sugars and milk, as most catarrhal 
patients do not handle large amounts of these 
foods in a successful way. The diet should con- 
sist of an abundance of meat, one or two eggs 
daily, gelatin, and cooked dried fruits. 

All measures which will build up the general 
health are to be used, such as exercise, plenty 
of sunshine and fresh air, walking, daily baths, 
and brisk rubbing of the skin with a course 
towel. The patient should avoid over-coddling 
the skin by wearing too much clothing.

QUESTION—Mrs. W. K. writes: “The first 
two years my baby was the: picture of health 
but now she seems to have stomach trouble, 
once in a while.” 

ANSWER: If the infant was healthy the first 
two years and has develcped indigestion after 
being placed on solid foods it is likely that you 
are keeping her on a suitable diet. The most 
common cause of digestive distress in a young- 
ster of three is incorrect diet. Keep the meals 
simple and be sure the vegetables are properly 
prepared. Avoid rich, greasy or fried foods; also 
be sure the meals occur at regular hours. If you 
wish to obtain a copy of my article on Children’s 
Diet write to me, and enclose one large, self- 
addressed, stamped envelope.

Hitler not 
only threatens our security as a nation but also 
the standard of living of our people. With the 
resources and the productive capacity of 
nations devoted to the manufacture of implements 
of destruction, the world is threatened with the 
terrors of the dark ages. Even if war does not 
come to our shores, we cannot elude the dire 
effects ¢ when trade and the free
